failed. 


Tkey were -finally informed In a casual 
way that ftUehael Foley, who was get- 
ting out rock for a railroad company, 
could probably get them What they 
wanted. "Vv'aen pressed for an expla- 
nation as to what purpose they had 
Hull explained that they were going 
to ship it to New York to exhibit and 
there raise a stuck company to manu- 
facture plaster of paris. Martin said 
they were going to take it -to Spring- 
field, 111., aa Iowa's contribution 
to 


the Lincoln monument, which was be- 
ing built. 


Mr. Foley informed them that he 


could fill! their order. He had just 
stripped a ledge of gypsum roclc about 
100 feet long. On top of this rock he 
drilled some 12 holes and poured in 
powder.

and a rock -.•"as broken loose 24 feet 
long:, three feet wide and 18 Inches 
thick. When it had been placed on a 
dock, previous to loading on a wagon 


I it was cut in two. 
When all was in 


readiness tor transportation to Boone, 
a distance of 40 mites.isix yoke of ox- 
en were hitched 'to -the wagon. So 
heavy was the load -that every bridge 
succumbed to the weight, and it was 
found necessary to follow the btone 
with a derrick to rescue the load from 
the wrecked bridges. 


Mr. Foley was paid nothing more 


than clay's wages and at the time 
?a,ve no" heed to what wight be the 
real purpose of the men. 


The stone was shipped, to Chicago, 


where it was given ov^r to a sculptor, 
who carved it into a giant, pricked it 
with neeulca »v)i!le it was soft, to give 
it the appearance of huwaa skin, 
treated It with acids to give it an an- 
cient appearance and packed it in an 
Iron Ibox 12 feet iong,. four feet vi 
and three feet dwep. In this manner 
he shipped it to Geo. Olds at

N. Y It arrived at Union on Oct. 13, 
1SS8. A man claimed the box, loaded 
it on a wagon, hitched on four horses 
and carted it 50 miles to Cardiff, in 
3nondaga county, New^ York.
